caused the laat-m entioned bridge to give way, 
and th at the carrying aw ay of the Santa Fe 
bridge was not the result of the high water 
alone, bat was principally the result of the 
Southern Pacific bridge together w ith the debris 
accum ulated being carried against it by the 
h ig h water. They also expressed doubts as to 
w hether th e carrying away of th is bridge 
caused any damage to the Buena Vista-street 
bridge, and seem ed to be of the opinion that 
th e beitllng of th s pier was caused by the 
washing out of the baud from under the foun 
dation. U nder the clrcumst&noes, Tand at least 
u n til the pier has been taken out and the real 
cauae of the damage ascertained, they refuse to 
adm it any liability on the pait of the railroad 
com pany.

The Silcott Matter Reported 
to the House. 


AMOS CUMMINUS’ UNIQUE BILL 


A Statue Proposed to] Samuel J. 
Tilden, Nineteenth P resident of 
the United States.

W a s h in g to n , 
January 
13;— In the 
'House this morning Mr. Adam s, 
of 
Illinois, Chairm an of the Silcott Investi­ 
gation Committee, subm itted a report, 
accompanied by 
a bill appropriating 
$75,000 for supplying the deficiency oc­ 
casioned by the recent defalcation in the 
office cf the Sergeant-at-Arms. Hemphill, 
of South Carolina, and Holman, of In ­ 
diana, subm itted minority reports. They 
were all ordered printed in the Record, 
and recommitted. 
Accompanying Mr. 
H em phill's report is a bill authorizing 
the members who suffered by the defal­ 
cation to bring suit agai.ust the Govern­ 
m ent in the Court of Claims. 
Among the. bills introduced were the 
following: 
By Struble — For the admission of 
Wyoming and Idaho into the Union. 
By Carey, of Wyoming—For an Indian 
industrial school on the Wind river res 
ervation. 
By Cummings, of New York—A joint 
resolution for the erection of a statue to 
the memory of the late Samuel 
J. 
Tilden, as follows: 
Resolved, That there be appropriated 
from the treasury the sum of $50,000 to 
erect a bronze statue to the late Samuel 
J. Tilden, to be placed in the center of 
the rotunda of the C apitol; that on the 
tablet at the front of the base of said 
statue shall be conspicuously engraved 
these words: “ Samuel J. Tilden, Nine 
teenth 
President 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
elected 
bat 
not 
seated. 
[Applause on the Democratic 
side.J 
That on the right of the square base shall 
be engraved the date of tne birth, elec­ 
tion and death of such President; that 
on the opposite side shall be engraved 
an eagle with a snake in his talons, and 
under them these words: 
“ For the 
Right.** 
T hat tbe President of the 
U nited States, the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, the President of the 
Senate and Speaker of the House be au­ 
thorized to superintend the expenditure 
of the money, and that a copy of these 
resolutions, with the names and titles of 
said dignitaries, be engraved on the rear 
of said base. 
Sweeny, of,Iow a, inquired whether 
the gentleman expected the inscription 
to be in cipher. [Applause on the Re­ 
publican side] 
By Grosvenor—For a military national 
park (the Chickamauga bill). ' 
By 
Washington — Making Andrew 
Jackson’s birthday a national holiday. 
The House proceeded, in Committee 
of the Whole, to consider the bill for 
townsite entry of lands in Oklahoma. 
Culberson, of Texas, gave notice of a 
proposed am endm ent. 
No action was 
taken. The committee rose and the 
House adjourned. 


IN T H E S E N A T E . 


P lu m b A fter th e * c a lp off ih e A la s k a 
C o m m e r c ia l C o m p a n y . 
W a s h in g to n , January 13.—In the Sen­ 
ate today the 
resolution heretofore 
offered by Plum b, respecting the lease 
of the islands of St. Paul and St. George 
to the Alaska Commercial Company, 
was aken up, and Plum b proceeded to 
address the Senate. H e said the time 
for proposals for a new lease was too 
short, and the proposition limiting to 
60,000 the number of seals to be taken 
the first year, if not extraordinary, 
opened up a wide field of conjecture. 
H9 spoke of the preference shown the 
Alaska Company, and said a certain 
Louis Goldntone had made a higher bid, 
and also offered to pay 62}¿ cents a skin 
more than the Alaska Commercial Com­ 
pany, 
and 
55 cents a gallon 
for 
all seal oil extracted. The Alaska Com­ 
mercial Company assumed that the offer 
from itself got the lease and agreed to pay 
$65,000 per annum during the entire 
term of the contract; to pay $2 62>¿ per 
skin for all skins it would take, and to 
pay fifty-five cents a gallon for all oil. 
The first year the Departm ent, instead 
of exacting the payment of the $65,000, 
accepted $25,000 and rem itted the re­ 
mainder of the payment. 
He Baid that 
more than two-thirds, or perhaps three- 
fourths, of all the seals taken in the 
world are taken from the Alaskan islands 
and vicinity. These seal skins were sold 
at public auction in London, in the raw 
state, at an average of about $19 apiece. 
One hundred thousand skins at $19 a 
piece amounted to $1,900,000. 
He went 
back in his statem ent to mention the 
fact that in the operation of the lease the 
Treasury Department rem itted all pay 
menta on account of oil, so that not a 
dollar had been paid during those years 
on that account. 
He said Goldstone 
calculated in making his bid that each 
seal would produce two gallons of oil, 
aud on th at calculation 100,000 seals a 
year would, at 55 cents a gallon for oil, 
have produced $110,000 a year, or $2,­ 
200,000 for the twenty years of the lease, 
B at the Treasury 
Department never 
profited by that clause in the lease. 
He did not believe such a lease should 
be made to any one for any term 
whatever. 
He believed the Government 
should get its fair share of the enormous 
revenue derived from the lucrative trade 
in fur seals. He bad no doubt the profirs 
of the company had on an average far 
exceeded $1,000,000 a year since it had 
the lease. 
He would not be surprised if 
its profits averaged $2,000,000 a year. 
Congress should do something adequate 
to the situation, and not allow the m at­ 
ter to go on in Buch a slipshod way. 
Messrs. 
Dawes, 
McPherson 
and 
Stewart defended the Alaska company, 
and the resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Finance. The action of 
the House upon the death of Repre­ 
sentative Kelley was announced, where 
npon the Senate adjourned. 


P lu m b ’s F u r S e a l B ill. 
W a s h in g to n , January 
13—Senator 
Plum b today introduced a bill to repeal 
so much of the act of July, 1870, as au­ 
thorizes the leasing of the rights to en­ 
gage in taking fur seals from the islands 
of St. Paul and St. George, Alaska. The 
bill provides th at all authority heretofore 
conferred upon the Secretary of the 
Treasury to lease the rights of seal 
fisheries to any company be repealed, 
and 
the 
lease existing between the 
Alaska 
Commercial 
Company 
and 
the 
Government 
be 
terminated. 
The 
bill 
also 
requires 
the * Sec­ 
retary 
to 
promulgate 
regulations 
prohibiting the taking and killing of 
seals or other fur anim als by any but 
natives, and prescribing the num ber to 
lie taken each year. The bill proposes 
to continue all other restrictions wow in 


force, but provides that all skins taken 
hereafter shall be transported annually 
to San Francisco, to be sold there in 
open m arket to the highest bidder. 
All 
money derived from these sales is to be 
paid into the treasury and set apart for 
the education of the natives of Alaska. 
Dunnell introduced a sim ilar bill in 
the House of Representatives. 


C H INESE EX CLU SIO N. 


J o h n n y C om p rod or JHuat bo K e p t 
O u t a t A ll H a z a r d * .

13.—Senator 
Mitchell today introduced a bill to pro­ 
hibit the coming of Chinese into the 
United States, whether subjects of the 
Chinese empire or otherwise. 
Those 
now within the limits of the United 
States, and who may hereafter leave 
and attem pt to return, are also excluded 
Assistant Secretary Tichenor has d¡- 
rected the Collector of Customs at Fort 
Benton, Mont., to discontinue the prac­ 
tice of issuing to Chinese persons about 
to leave the United States certificates 
that they are qualified to return. 
He 
says a careful reading of the act of Oc­ 
tober 1. 1888, indicates that Chinese la­ 
borera are absolutely excluded from en­ 
tering the United States, whether they 
have heretofore been residents of the 
country or not.

W a s h in g to n , January 13 —The Senate 
Committee on Territories this morniDg 
listened to arguments against and in 
support of the constitution prepared for 
the proposed new State of Idaho. There 
were present Biehop William Budge, of 
U tah; ex-Governor Stoneman and John 
Shoupe, of Idaho, and a full attendance 
of the members of the committee. 
Mr 
J. H. Wilson, of this city, epeaking of 
the Mormons, argued against the ac­ 
ceptance of the proposed constitution, 
which disfranchises the Mormons, and 
asserted that without the Mormon resi­ 
dents, who will thus be cut off from citi­ 
zenship, the population of the Territory 
is not large enough to warrant making 
a State of it. As to the legal effect of the 
proposition, Mr. Wilson argued that 
every good purpose would be served 
by disfranchising the Mormons after 
they 
were convicted 
qf 
crime, in­ 
stead 
of 
disfranchising 
them 
in 
advance. 
Delegate Dubois, of Idaho, 
replied to Mr. Wilson in a long state­ 
ment, reciting the history of the Mor­ 
mon church and quoting from judicial 
decisions in Idaho to sustain his asser­ 
tion that it was a criminal conspiracy. 
He said it was necessary to disfran­ 
chise the Mormons in a body in order to 
destroy their political power, which 
keeps them together. The conviction of 
bigamy or polygamy is a difficult m atter, 
and when successful does not affect the 
convict, Mr. Dubois said, because six 
months in the penitentiary has no effect 
upon him. 
The only way to reach the 
Mormon church, Mr. Dubois asserted, is 
to deprive it of political power, as this 
constitution of Idaho, adopted with only 
1,700 dissenting votes, does.

in his messages, in enforcing this view. 
This was the more peculiar and no­ 
ticeable because Mr. Jefferson, in his 
general writings, thought that the mere 
fact of the existence of m anufactures was 
of itself a menace to the well-being of a 
nation. H e even went to the extent of 
deprecating the breaking of the horae to 
th e uses of m ankind, because to that ex­ 
ten t. jbe thought, the energy of 
kind was dim inished and'Iuxury wi 
couraged. 
After Jefferson, th e next distinctive 
Democrat was Jackson. 
In a num ber of 
his messages Andrew Jackson, in ex­ 
press termB, declared his belief that the 
infant American manufactures should be 
protected. 
Perhaps the moBt peculiar and inter­ 
esting phase of American politics, from 
the standpoint of Protection versus Free 
Trade, is the prominence which Mr. 
John C. Calhcun assumed in the con­ 
troversy. The great Democratic leaders, 
Jefferson, Jackson and Benton, were the 
m ortal enem ies of Mr. Calhoun in 
theory, and the two latter in practice. 
They knocked him out of public life, 
and as to Jackson and Benton they were 
even brutal and uncompromising in 
their hatred of this gentleman, whom 
the war thrust into an exceptional prom­ 
inence as a supposititious Democrat. As 
to Col. Bentou, at least, there was un­ 
compromising brutality in the insulting 
extent to which Mr. Calhoun was repudi­ 
ated. And yet Mr. Calhoun has, with a 
farcical inconsequence, been accepted as 
the Democratic exponent of the theory 
of the contract which binds the Ameri­ 
can States together.

It was 
th is elem ent which elected while it did 
not seat Tilden, in 187G, which today 
controls the politics of the U nited States 
and which will control the country for 
m any years to come. 
I t m ay be bad 
politics to invest the State of New York 
w ith each a special and dangerous dis­ 
tinction ; but as a m atter of fact the 
friends of Jackson’s friend, M artin Van 
Buren, coupled w ith the Irish-Am erican 
vote in the three lower wards of NeV 
York City, have for years controlled the 
Presidential election, and between them 
they will do it more decisively in 1892 
th an ever before. 
If the tariff is properly presented and 
ft genuine Democrat heads the Demo­ 
cratic ticket—a m an like Governor Hill, 
for instance—the Democratic party will 
win like

house-a-fire

If,

The storm at 
Wickliffe 
was 
especially disastrous. 
Following is a partial list of the damage 
done there: John Wat wood’s dry goods 
store, Samuel Watwood’s furniture store 
Brown’s dry goods store, the Watwood 
hotel, Odd Fellows and Masonic halls, 
Mansfield's restaurant, Rollin’s livery 
stable and Edw ard’s residence were all 
blown down. 
Among tho«6 injured are 
Judge Powell and wife, Mrs. Richardson, 
Wick Ferguson, Mrs. Brockman and 
Mrs. Powell. 
None killed. A number 
of freight cars and two cars used 
boarding cars were blown from the tracks 
and badly broken. 
Meager reports come from Moscow, 
from where tbe first traces of the path 
of the tornado are seen. There the 
Methodist church and the schoolhouse 
are in ruins, and in the country between 
there and Clinton there are said to be 
numerous evidences of the storm ’s fury, 
though no lives were lost. The storm 
passed north of Moscow, Ky.. thence 
northwest to Clinton and Wickliffe. The 
path of the storm was about a quarter of 
a mile wide, and it left a path of fallen 
timber through the section of forest it 
passed before reaching Clinton. The 
first house Btruck in Clinton was the 
section-house of the Illinois Central rail­ 
road, occupied by John Rhodes and fam­ 
ily. The house was tern to splinters and 
Rhodes and two of his children were in­ 
stantly killed. 
His wife and one child 
escaped death, but both are danger­ 
ously hurt. Among many other accidents, 
John 
Gaddie was 
found under the 
debris of his house with aa iufant in his 
arms. 
Gaddie was dead, but the child 
was not hurt. 
The house of Robert 
Johnson stood on the brow of a hill 
The storm cut it in two just below the 
second floor, and the upper portion fell 
into its place. Johnson was in the lower 
room, and the upper part fell on him 
pinning him to the earth. 
He was res­ 
cued, but badly injured. 
His son 
Robert W .,w as upstairs and was danger­ 
ously hurt by falliog timbers. 
Although 
suffering intense agony he begged the 
rescuers to let him alone and help some 
one who could live. 
His brother David 
was also badly hurt. 
The storm struck the town without 
the slightest warning. 
Many knew 
nothing of it nntil the roofs of their 
houses were falling about their heads. 
Before the storm the evening was warm 
and heavy. 
Rain bad prevailed all the 
day, but after the storm it suddenly 
turned cold and caused a great deal of 
suffering. , It is thought the city will be 
able to supply all demands for help from 
the h o m eless, and a committee is at work 
seeking aid. 
Already a thousand dol­ 
lars has been subscribed toward the 
charity fund. The part of the city which 
stood on the hillside is the portion 
that suffered from the storm.

The “Belfast Spider” Meets 
His Fate. 


FOURTEEN BOUNDS 
ENOUGH 


Billy Mnrphy Was Too “ Fly” for 
Him—The Sullivan-Jackson 
Hatch Assured.

$ an 
F r a n c isc o, January 1 3.—The 
fight to a finish between Ike Weir, the 
* 'Belfast Spider," featherweight cham 
pion of the world, and Billy Murphy 
featherweight champion of Australia, 
took place at the California Athletic 
Club tonight. 
Before the fight President Fulda an 
nonoced that John L. Sullivan had 
agreed with an accredited representative 
of the clnb on a purse for which he 
would meet Peter Jackson in the last 
fight of his life. The amount was 
$15,000, and Jackson had accepted the 
terms. By unanimous vote the club an 
nonnced its approval of the proposition 
to empower the directors to make the 
match. 
Jimmy Foley, of Boston, and Frank 
Glover, of Chicago, were Weir’s seconds 
Paddy Gorman and Martin Mnrphy were 
Mnrphy’s seconds; Hiram Cook was 
referee. Weir’s weight was announced 
as 124%, Murphy’s as 118%. 
Time was called at 8:35 p. m. The 
men started in at a lively pace, Murphy's 
body blows being met by Weir’s rapid 
undercutting. The first round ended 
with Weir slipping to the floor from 
Morphy’s rally. 
In the second Mnrphy reached Weir’s 
nose, and was caught by the neck and 
punished by uppercuts, causing his nose 
to bleed. 
From the third to the eighth round 
Mnrphy swung his right ineffectually, in 
return receiving at close quarters Weir’s 
left full in the face, with astonishing 
rapidity. In the fifth round the men 
fought each other from corner to corner, 
Murphy avoiding Weir’s rushes when­ 
ever possible. Weir’s antics and clever 
fighting created great amusement. In 
the sixth round Weir landed a sounding 
right-hander on the Australian’s ribs, 
and after some by-play received a stag­ 
gerer on the right jaw that nearly floored 
him.In the seventh, Weir got a light tip on 
the nose that brought a trace of blood. 
Murphy landed heavily on Weir’s ribs. 
In the eighth Weir was brought to the 
floor by a right-hander on the neck ; as 
he slipped Murphy nearly knocked him 
oni by a right-hander, while fightinit 
furiously. 
* 
In the ninth Weir again fell while tap­ 
ping Murphy lightly on the brea»t. 
Murphy tried to pen the “Spider" in his 
corner, out the latter evaded him each 
time, and Mnrphy wonld go spinning 
around the ring. He appeared red and 
uncomfortable, while the “Spider" was 
still cool and confident. 
From the ninth to the twelfth round 
little effective fighting was done. In 
the twelfth the Spider swung his right 
with telling effect on Mnrphy’s left ear 
and jaw, again planting his right and 
left in the Australian’s eye as he came 
on fiercely. 
Murphy’s left eye was 
bleeding freely. In the twelfth he fought 
desperately, and drove Weir through the 
ropes and around the ring. 
In the thirteenth round there was one 
of-the greatest surprises ever seen iu the 
club rooms. 
Murphy came up almost 
hopeless, but fought fiercely. He landed 
right-handers on Wier’s bead that stag­ 
gered him, and in a minute was apt n 
him, swinging uppercuts with his right, 
sending the 8pider down eight times in 
rapid succession. Twice the latter w*s 
nearly counted out, but rose with the 
last second, and with a courage born of 
desperation, planted his right feebly on 
Murphy’s ear, only to go down. 
In the fourteenth round both men, 
though apparently too groggy to stand, 
• came promptly up for the last round. 
It was a short one. Murphy again led, 
Weir countered, and in a second received 
another blow tflat sent him down and 
decided his fate. He writhed in agony 
for ten seconds, and when he rose at the 
call of time he was holding his right 
wrist painfully with his left, claiming to 
have broken it. Murphy, though show­ 
ing more signs of punishment than 
Weir, and at one time nearly knocked 
out, freshened wonderfully in the last 
round, and jumped lightly from the ring 
at the end of the fight. 
Weir was seen in his dressing-room 
after the fight, and, though in consider­ 
able pain, showed little outward signs of 
punishment beyond a swollen wrist aDd 
lips. His hand, which was believed to 
be broken, sustained nothing more seri­ 
ous than a sprain. He expressed him­ 
self as at a loss cfl to how be lost the 
fight, beyond the statement (in which 
President Fulda concurs) that he re­ 
ceived a blow in the wind in the thir­ 
teenth round that sickened him, so that 
he lost his ability to withstand Murphy’s 
blows on the head.

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FIRST-STRBRT GRADE. 


A C om prtm laa Agreed U pon by the 
P ro p erty O w n ers. 
An adjourned meeting of the commit 
tee reprtfsenting the Firet-etreel property 
owners who are interested in establish* 
ing a satisfactory grade for that thor­ 
oughfare, was held yesterday morning at 
the rooms of the Board of Trade. The 
following persons were present: M. L. 
Wicks, L. N. Breed, J. H. Dockweiler, 
A. M. Hough, John Kieffer, H. Sinsa- 
baugh, O. H. C. Corhell, J. H. Brown 
A. James, W. W. Robinson, Alfred 
BileB and M. W. Connor. 
M. W. Connor was asked to act as 
Secretary, and was approved by those 
present. 
Mr. John Kieffer requested Mr. A. M. 
Hough and others to express their rea­ 
sons for objecting to a grade of one to 
eleven between Hill 
street and 
Bunker Hill avenue, which 
Mr. 
Hough 
did, 
and 
the 
matter 
was thoroughly discussed and a 
compromise decided upon, as follows: 
That the grade of one to eleven, pro­ 
posed in the former meeting, be changed 
according to a profile which was pre­ 
sented to the meeting by J. H. Dock 
weiler; commencing at Fort street a 
grade of one to fourteen to the center of 
the block between Fort street and Hill 
street; thence one to eleven to Hill 
street; thence a rise of six feet across 
Hill street, the slope of the sidewalk be­ 
ing the same as the slope in the stráet; 
a grade of one to ten from Hill to Olive; 
thence a six-foot rise across Olive street; 
thence a grade of one to ten to Grand 
avenue, with a rise of six feet across 
Grand avenue; thence to Bunker Hill 
avenue, at 404; thence sloping six inches 
to the west; thence from Bunker Hill 
avenue, at 403)4t to east line of Hope 
street, at 394; tnence in a straight line 
to east line of Flower street, at 388; 
thence dropping four feet crossing 
Flower street; thence in a straight line 
to the east line of Pearl street, at 354; 
thence sloping four feet crossing Pearl 
street, to the east line of Beaudry street, 
at 320; thence in a straight line to the 
east line of Beaudry avenue or Canal 
street, at 315, or the present established 
frade of said Canal street, the said grade 
erein described being the same desig­ 
nated on the profile by red lines, the 
inside line of the sidewalk between 
Grand avenue and Bunker Hill avenue 
on the south side, and on the weBt side 
of Grand avenue remaining the same as 
at present. 
Also that the City Council be re­ 
quested to dismiss the present condemn­ 
ation suit, which is based on a grade of 
one foot rise in 1% feet, and institute at 
once a suit of condemnation making each 
party owning property on First street, 
between Fort and Beaudry avenue, and 
on the intersecting streets within one 
block of said First street, and D. F. Don- 
egan, defendant therein, to grade First 
street on a grade at no point steeper than 
one in ten, as shown in the accompany­ 
ing description and profile; all of which 
was the sense of those present. The 
meeting then adjourned.
